Editor, The Everglades News: 

It is my intention to appeal to 
you to bring about a better un-

32 per cent came from Florida, 
but in 1929 when that city took 
7,703 cars of American tomatoes 
only 26 per cent of the cars were 
from Florida. It used to be that 
81’ per cent of Philadelphia's tc 
mato supplies came from Florida 
but last season Florida's contri- 
bution was only 34 per cent. Flor- 
ida's percentage dropped from 51 
per cent in Cincinnati to 39, and 
in Chicago from 24 to 17 per cent.
